improbaliry that they who would treac 
with France and Richelien, as was pro- 
ved the Covexanters did by a Letter 
written by the Lord Lowdon to the 
French King, would make no difficulty 
to do the ſame to the Spaniard, then 
the moſt Potent Monarch of Europe, 
and which confirms the Opinion, I do 
not remember the Scots made an 
complaint of this great Fleet as de- 
ſigned againſt them. 

Burt that which makes the thing 
plain, is the diſcovery which was 
made to Sir W:ll;zam Boſwell, by 4n- 
dreas ab Habuerfield, which was com- 
municated firſt by Sir William to my 
Lord of Canterbury, and by him tranſ- 
mitted to the King then at Tork, No- 
vemb.

E»glifh Diſlenters by the ſeverity uſed 
againſt Pryn, Burton, and Baſtwack, 
and the Scots by the Fears of Popery 
upon the Impoſition of the Common- 
Prayer Book ; that Canes or Con, the 
Pope's Legate, and Chamberlain a Scot, 
Chaplain -and Almoner to Cardinal 
Richelieu, were the preat Negotiators 
of this Conſpiracy, and that the deſign 
was to embroil theſe Nations in a Ci- 
vil War.

What the conſequences of theſe 
Proceedings would have been if Pro- 
vidence had permitted thoſe Uſurping 
Powers to come to any firm Eſtabliſh- . 
ment, God only knows; but a Tyranny 
in the Church like that of the Papa- 
cy is molt ſuitable and natural to the- 
Tyrannical and Arbitrary Govern- 
ment of Rebels, Regicides, and Uſur- 
pers. But God miraculouſly reſtoring 
our Gracious Sovereign King Charles 
the Second to his Throne, and the 
Church of England to her priſtine 
Splendor, we were in a State of Tran- 
quility till of late years. 

But the Papi/ts envious of our Hap- 
pineſs, began or rather continued to 
leaven the diſaffefted party of men 
in Church and State againſt both; and 
how far they had driven on their de- 
ſions for a ſecond Revoſution, few 
people can be ſtrangers ; the old Sto- 
ries were revived, and new ones min- 
ted, to raife fears and jealouſies of 
Tyranny and Popery, to ſet us altoge- 
ther by the Fars. The Scozs were ani- 
mated toa Rebellion, and did actually 
break out into a form'd Rebellion :

were threatned, and the Epiſcopal 
Party branded with all the names of 
Tonominy ; fo that the rich and wiſe 
Citizens of the great Metropolis of 
London knew ſcarcely whether their 
greateſt danger was from Papiſts or. 
Phanaticks, Wealth being always a 
Crime in Popular Tumults and Infur- 
rections ; Sedition was as commonly 
talked, and as hot as Coffee was drank; 
and in a word, from the Court to the 
Cottage none could eſcape the impu- 
ration of Popiſhly affe&ted, who qurſt 
write or ſpeak in vindication of the 
Church of England, or againſt Dilſſen- 
rers. Q | 

And that all this was bur a Branch 
of the late horrid Popiſh Plot againſt 
his Majeſties Life, the Government by 
Law eſtabliſhed, and the Proteſtant 
Religion, T offer the Teſtimony of 
Dr. Oats the firſt and principal Diſco- 
yerer; who all along charges the Pa- 
piſts, the diſguiſed Prieſts and Jeſuits 
with managing the intemperate heat

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of Separati/ſts againft the Government; 
and we cannot without bringing a ma- 
nifeſt and dangerous difreputation up- 
on the reſt of his Evidence, but-be- 
lieve him, when upon. his Oath he 
aſſures us, that the Jeſuits creep in a- 
mong Diſlenters under-the diſguiſe of 
Nonconforming Miniſters, to divide and 
exaſperate, to raiſe, and blow up Ani- 
moſities and Calumnies into actual 
Rebellion againſt the Civil Govern- 
ment, under a pretence of their diſlike 
of the Ecclefraſtical. 
Thus in his Printed Narrative, Pa- 
fagraph r. He informs us that Rich. 
ard Strange Provincial, Fohn Keins, Ba- 
fil Langworth, John Fenwick, and Har- 
court, Feſaits, did write a treaſonable 
Letter to one Father Suiman an Iriſh 
Feſuit, at Madrid in Spain, in which 
was contained the plotting and con- 
triving a Rebellion in Sco:land of the 
Presbyterians , againſt the .Epiſcopal 
Government : In order to which, they 


had employed Matthew Wright, Wil-. 


liam Morgan, and one Mr. Irelaud, to 
go and Preach under the Notions of 
Presbyterians, ang give the dilafiected

Scots a true underſtanding of their ſad 
Eſtate and Condition in which they 
were, by reaſon of Epiſcopal Tyranny 
exerciſed over them ; and withal to 
reli them they had now a fair oppor- 
tunity to vindicate their - Lzherty and 
Religion; and that it could be done 
no other way but by the Sword. 
Paragraph. 18. That the Fathers of 
the. Soczety in {reland were very vigi- 
lant to prepare the people to riſe for 
the defence of their Liberty and Re- 
ligion, and to recover their Eſtates. 
Paragraph 35. That the Jeſuits by 
order of the Provincial, were to ſend 
new Meſſengers into Scotland, to pro- 
mote the Commorions there, and to in- 
form the people of the great Tyranny 
they lay under by reaſon of their be- 
ing denied Zzberty of Confcience; and 
that not being to be procured but by 
the Sword,they muſt take that courſe 
to purchaſe their Liberty.

Paragraph 50. The Deponent, Dr. 
Oats, ſaw a"Letter from Father Jre- 
land, Auguſt, the 7th. 1678. where, a- 
mong other things, he intimates the 
joy he had, that the diſaffe&ted Scots 
would not lay aſide their endeavors 
for, and after Liberty and Religion, 
and that the Catholicks of Scotland had 
promiſed: to uſe the' utmoſt of their 
Intereſt to Keep up the Commorions 
there. 


Here let me be permitted to make: 


a little break to confirm this Evidence 
by a remarkable Paſſage which fell 
out the [aſt year in the tragical end 
of the Lord Forreſter. This Lord was 
the perſon that after the defeat of the 
Rebels at Bothwel- Bridge, took occa- 
ſion, upon the Indulgence granted by 
His Majeſty, to ercct a Houſe within 
rwo miles of Edinburgh, for a publick 
E onventicle of Non confor miſts, and for 
his 
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his building this Synagogue, went for 4 
zealous man among them ; but ſo it 
hapned, that not-long after he was 
barbarouſly. murdered by a Woman 
Relation, with whom-he had inceſtu- 
ouſly . ved many. years : After his 


death a Diſpenſation was found'in his 


Cloſet from the Pope to marry her; 
whichrit. ſeems he-delaying to do, ſhe 
took his Life as the price and repa- 
ration of her abuſed Honour; which 
plainly ſhews .'that.thefe Supporters 
of the Noxconformiſts may be, and are 
B t to proceed, Paragraph 51. A- 
mong other myſteriots Phraſes rela- 
ting to the Plot, 'Fohx Xerns told the 
Deponent, that the Provincial had ta- 
ken greatcareof keeping alive the dit- 
ferences between'the difafte&ted Scots 
and Duke Lauderdale, that Mum and 
Chocolate ſhould'bs piit "down, and 
the Order of the Magpres ſhould be 
turned to their primitive. Inſtitution 
and Habit.

And for a clear vindication of the

| Now, 
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Now, as in reafon” we cannot be- 
lieve the Papilts are lefs ſollicitous for 
their Afﬀairs in England, than in Scot- 
land and Ireland; fo we cannot but 
conclude from this evident matter of 


Fad, that they have been as indu- 


{ſtrious among the Exg/iſh Noncon- 
formiſts to ſow dividing Principles, 
and animate them againſt the Go- 
vernment and Governors both in 
Church and State. 

And that this may not paſs for a 
bare ſuppoſition, without ground, 1 
T have heard Mr. Prance # co that 
both Gavan and Whitebread uſed to 
Preach frequently in Conventicles in 
Southwark and other places: and I am 
able to prove, Whztebread, alias White, 
the Provincial of the Feſuizrs, who 
was executed for the Plot, did not 
many months before the Diſcovery, 
and his Apprehenſion Preach in a Cox- 
venticle as a Nonconformilſt, at Spald- 
wick within five miles of Zuntington ; 
and that he had ſeveral times done 
the like before, as was atteſted by ſe- 
veral of the Congregation, betore di- 
vers Gentlemen in the County of 
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Huntington; and if the ſhame of Dif. 


ſenters did not ſmother the further 


diſcovery of this Truth, for fear of 
the juſt reproach and infamy it would 
bring upon them among the miſs-led 
people, I doubt not bur we ſhould 
find theſe Friars and Feſurts, in dif 

uiſe of Nonconformiſts, and by falſe 

ames, as frequent in the Pulpits of 
Separatiſts, as their ordinary Teach- 
ers. 
And indeed nothing is more fea- 
ſible or eaſie ; for it is no more than 
for a Jeſuit to bring a counterfeit Let- 
ter of Recommendation from ſome 
known Nonconformiſt either out of 
the Town, if he deſigns to travel and 
Preach in the Countreys, as an /tine- 
rant, or out of the Countrey, if he 
will Preach in the Town, or a Certi- 
ficate that he has Preached in ſuch or 
ſuch Congregations, with their Ap- 
probation, which he is fure to have, 
if he inveigh againſt Popery, Biſhops, 
Ceremonies, Common Prayer, and for 
Liberty of Conſcience, and the bufi- 
nefs is done, and withour further Ex- 


amination he is admitted into their 
Pul- 


Res TAI . 
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Pulpits, and: ſhall paſs for a zealous 
Proteſtant,. and an heavenly man in 
the: opinion .of\:the undiſcerning Au- 
ditors, as Father Commzin, and Father 
EZeth have. done; and many others 
before. FO | 
Whereas the Church of England 
takes care that none be admitted ro 
the Charge of Souls without all the 
Caution imaginable againſt Popery ; 
they muſt rake the Oaths of Allegi- 
ance and Supremacy, have Teſtimo- 
nials from Perſons that know them, 
of their Ability and foundneſs of Judg- 
ment, they muſt ſhew their Letters of 
Ordination, beforc they are admitted 
to Preach in an unknown Conprega- 
tion, and have a Licenſe from the 
Biſhop of the Dioceſs before they can 
regularly Preach in a Congregation 
whereinto they are by Law inſtitu- 
ted and inducted. 

The natural Inferences which fol- 
low from this unqueſtionable matter 
of Fad, here faithfully related, and 
oftered to the ſerious conſideration of 
all ſober People, of what perſwaſion 
tocyer, are theſe. 


Firſt, 
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Firſt, That the Pope and Papiſts 
have ever ſince the Proteſtant Refor- 
mation endeavoured to raiſe up Sets 
and Differences in Opinion amongſt. 
Proteſtants, by ſending their diſguiſed 
Emiſſaries among the zealous and well- 
meaning people, to ſeduce them into 
Separation and Schiſm. 

Secondly, That they look upon

couraging an unlicenſed Miniſtry, by 
preaching up Liberty of Conſcience, 
and thatit is to be obtaincd and main- 
tained at anyrate; and itis worth ob. 
ſervation, that Coleman dates the Ara 
of all the misfortunes like to happen 
to Catholicks, from the fatal reſcinding 
of the late Toleration: therein agrec- 
ing exactly with D#ſexters, who were 
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no leſs Querulous for the ſtopping of 
that door, though from him nothing 
can be more evident, than that the Fe- 
faits deſigned to bring in Popery at 
ir, which they could not do, being 
openly excluded from the benefit of 
it, but by pretending to be Dzſſenters. 

Feurthly, It is moſt manifeſt, that all 
our late horrid Civil Wars, Rapines, 
Bloodſhed, and the execrabie and ſo- 
lemn Murther of his late Majeſty, and 
the baniſhment of our preſent Sove- 
reign, were afteted according to the 
tore-contrivance of the Papiſts, by 
the aſliſtance which Diſlenters gave 
them, and the opportunities they had 
to preach them into Rebellion, under 
the pretence of a thorough Reforma- 
tion; that all the late Commortions and 
Rebeilions in Scoz/and ſprung from the 
{ame Counſel and Condu&t: and that 
the Papiſts will never out of the hopes 
of eficcting our ruine, nor Without 
the fame opportunities they have hi- 
therto had, ſo long as our Diviſions 
are kept up and maintained, which 
give them the advantage of daſhing 
us one again{t another. | 
| Fifthly,

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Fifthly, That therefore obſtinate 
Diſenters are before God, and accord- 
ing to the judgment of the ſtrongeſt 


' + Reaſon built upon plain matter of un- 


deniable Fa&t, guilty of all the real 
danger of Popery prevailing again in 
theſe Nations by the ruine of the Pro- 
teſtant Religion. 

Sixthly, That the Church of Exg- 
land in Dottrine and Diſcipline is the 
greateſt enemy the Papiſts have, ac- 
cording to their own declared ſenſe 
' . and judgment,and conſequently whol- 
ly innocent of any ſuch deſigns and 
complyances, or approaches to the 
Church of Rome, as Father Du Mou- 
lin, and other Brain-ſick or worſe 
people endeayour to fix upon her : 
and that it' is impoſſible to give a 
clearer demonſtration of the inno- 
cence of the Biſhops and Clergy of 
England, than Dt. Oats has in the 72 
Paragraph of his Narrative betore re- 
cited, concerning the Pope's Bu/l or 
Breve, beſtowing all the conſiderable 
: Promotions and Dignities in Eng/and 
> Upon Papiſts there mentioned, which 
could not be done without turning 
F 2 Out 
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out the preſent Biſhops and Dignita- 
ries of the Church : And there cannot 
be a more demoni:rative argument 
that he eſfleems them Zereticks and 
Enemies : tor there is no doubt but 
it the Fope had any hopes of their 
comp!yance with Popery, he would 
not oniy have conſcnted to their con- 
tinuance. in thoſe promotions, but 
have promiſed high Rewards and En- 
couragements to them. 

Seventhly, Thar therefore it is the 
joynt Intereſt both of Prince and 
People oi theie Nations toſupport and 
detend the Church of England as now 
by Law eſtabliſhed ; thoſe of her 
Communion being by a tract of Ex- 
perience of equal dare with the Re- 
formation, found to be both in Prin- 
ciples and Pradtice the moſt peaceable 
and Loyal SubjeQs, and ſoundeſt Pro- 
teſfants, of unſhaken Allegiance and 
unblemiſhed Loyalty,the ableſt Cham- 
pions againſt Popery, and the only 
buſwork of the Proteſtant Religion, 
as is but too evident by the ma. 
endcavours of the Papiſts, both b 
their own Fower, and the aſliſtance

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of Diſſenters to undermine and over- 


throw it. 
To concinde, as I have here impar- 


| tially related matter of Fact, and 


drawn neceſſary inferences from it, 
without animoſity or bitterneſs of 
language, fo I hope good men will, 
without prejudice or partiality weigh 
it in an equal balance, and make that 
charitable uſe of it for which it was 
intended, that it may be a means by 
diſcovering the ſource and original ot 
our Diviſions and Diſtractions, our 
Fears and Apprehenſions, and there- 
by give us the opportunity to break 
the ſnares of our Enemies, to which, 
nothing can ſo eitectually contribute, 
as our uniting in the Proteſtant Re- 
ligion of the Church of England.

that in this our day, we may ſee, and 
know, and follow the rhings that

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make for our Peace, that ſo our Di- 
viſions may not be our ruine, that the 
Enemies of our Countrey and Reli- 
gion may not triumph over us, but 
that by our 7-70 with the Eſtabliſh- 
ed Government in Church and State, 
we may deſecat the deſigns of our E- 
nemies, and diſappoint their expeCta- 


tions. God long preſerve the Life of

Cctor hereupon replied, I will try thee 
further, and fo called for a Greek Au- 
thor, which the Read coat not only 
read, but conſtrued : .'The DoCtor.to 
try him further, called for the Zebrew- 
Bible, and ſo for ſeveral, other Books, 
in which this Read-coat was. very cx- 
pert : Ar Jait the Doctor. recolleCting 
with himſelf, called . for. aH#/elch-Bible, 
and ſaid, it. rhow beeſt inſpired, read 
me this Book, and confirue-it ; but 
: the 
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the Read-coat being at laſt catch'd, re- 
plied, I have given thee fatisfaCtion e- 
nough, I will not fatisfie thee further, 
for thou wilt not believe though an 
Angel came from Heaven. The Do- 
&or ſmelling out this deceit, cauſed 
the Apprentice to go tor a Conſtable, 
who being brought to the Shop, the 
Doctor told the Conſtable he had 
ſomething to ſay againſt this Red-coar, 
and bade him bring him before 0/;ver 
Cromwell, then called the Lord Pro- 
tefter. The Red-coat being brought 
to White-Hall, and examined, he, aft- 
ter a ruſtick manner, Quaker-like, 
thou'd and thee'd O/zver ; but being 
ſuſpected, it was demanded where he 
quartered, it being found out, at the 
Devil Tavern. The Door intreated 
his Chamber might be ſearched, which 
was accordingly ſearched, where they

Nagent ſtaying 
for awhile with Juſtice Cooke, return- 


cd into Jreland, and came to his old

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Maſter Collonel Lawrence, Where he 
remained for a while, and upon the 
Kings happy Reſtauration this Nugerz 
became the Popiſh Confeſſor and Prieſt 
at Leifſepp ſome 6 or 7 miles diſtant 
from Dublin, and hath ſeen the Col- 
lonel ſeveral times ſince, and laughs 
at him to this day when he ſees him, 
conſidering how he had plaid the Dil: 
mbler with him, as if he had been 
one of the Collonels Fraternity, which 
is of the Anabapriſts. Thus it is evi- 
dent how Diſſenters have been migh- 
tily gul'd ſince the years 1640, and 
1641. eſpecially by the Church of 
Rome, purpoſely to make Separation 
in the Church of Zg/and.
